No Raise In Taxes Will Be Necessary 
Be Sure to Vote “YES” 


An important and well attended meeting was held in the 
Incorporation Headquarters Saturday night to plan the last lap 
of the campaign. J. J. Harcom presided and after outlining the 
work done and to be done called on various speakers present 
for reports and suggestions. 


W.L. Roper stated that he was one of 13, and it was 
important that all do their part; and that he was willing to do 
his share for the city. He said that no one could tell what of- 
ficers would be appointed since no one knew who would be 
elected, or who would apply for positions. He stated that 
taxes would not be raised, as there were ample re- 
sources to finance the cost of governing Menlo Park. 
He called special attention to the gasoline tax, of 
which Menlo Park would get approximately $8,500 if 
it were an incorporated town, but of which it did not 
get a penny at present; and also the 50 cents road tax 
which it would receive from the county, making ap- 
proximately $4,560 more, a total of about $13,000 
which it would receive as an incorporated town. In 
addition to this he pointed to the traffic fines, license fees on 
outside merchants and peddlers, and various fees. He was of 
the opinion taxes would be more likely reduced than raised. 


Mr, Johnson, county roadmaster stated definitely that after 
incorporation Menlo Park would be getting the 50 cents road 
tax he was spending and would have to look after her own 
roads. He thought the territory should be larger. Harcom 
told him that the territory covered 975 acres, with an assessed 
vaiuation of $937,000. It was stated that this was more 
than the valuation of the entire fifth supervisorial dis- 
trict of this county. Johnson said the $4,500 road tex 
would go far in taking care of things and that the lo- 
cal government was much better than depending on 
the supervisors who had so much territory to cover 
that they could not consider the small details. He 
stressed the fact that the incorporation would not 
interfere in any way with the fire, sanitary or school 
districts. He said that while he could not vote he 
was sure Menlo Park was not making a mistake in in- 
corporating. 


J. H. Sullivan, who was attending his first meeting, was 
asked for his opir‘on and stated that the time was ripe to incor- 
porate. He said he knew property owners who intended to 
spend $100,000 in improvements here as soon as the town is in- 
corporated. He said the five new stores in town were making 
a good showing and that others were bound to come after Men- 


lo became a city. Sullivan spoke of anew move on the part of| 


San Franeisco to annex San Mateo County and pointed to the 
advantage Menlo Park would gain in this event by going in on 
the same plane as the other peninsula cities. He could see no 
reason for an increase in taxes but if there was a slight increase 
it would be more than offset by added comforts. By all means 
incorporate and do it now, he said. 


J. J. Harcom stated that it was gratifying to see so many 
out on account of the rain, and that this spoke volumnes for the 
success of incorporation at the polls tomorrow.

A number of reasons are given for this great increase, according 
to the “Editor and Publisher”, which says:

fields of investment. 

A few years ago it was predicted that the weekly and semi-weekly 
newspaper would pass out of existence. But now these papers are getting 
more prosperous every year, if they are properly managd. ‘The reason is 
that they have quit trying to act like metropolitan newspapers and are filline 
their real place in the world which is to provide the people of the local com 
munity with the news of the community, much of which cannot be handled 
by the more metropolitan papers. As a writer in the “Editor and Pub- 
lisher” puts it: 

“Actual tests of the situation during the past five years with distrrbu 
tion facilities greater than they have ever been before, has proved that th 
country newspaper serves a field of its own. No matter what quantity of 
small town local news is covered in the pages of the nearest large daily, 
there are always the seemingly triffling news items of local interest, which 
mean so much to the small town residents and which can be found only in 
their local newspaper, reaching them weekly or semi weekly. Many readers 
of the local paper are subscribers of the dail 
place.”
